It was built to look like a barn, At 
least, the earlier churches of that 
model were built to look like barns, 
and the tradition continued to the 
first church built in Wilmington 

The early Separatist or Puritan 
churches had to be constructed by 
necessity. The Church of England, 
established by Henry VIII, was not 
amused when other churches or 
creeds were in the country 

In the days of Queen Elizabeth 
and later in the reign of King James. 
there were Separatists who met in 
barns for worship service. One of the 
ministers of the day was Mr. Brown, 
and some of those people as a result 
were known as “Brownists 

The Brownists type of church, in 
England, built to look like a barn, 
had its main entrance in the “side” 
of the building. At each end were 
auxiliary entrances, It was thus that 
the first church in Wilmington was 
designed. The long side of the 
building, which was the front, faced 
onto the highway (really a country 
Jane) which went through the town. 
and was called The Main Road 

'hat country lane today is the 
driveway to the present Congrega 
tional Church. Sometime in the 1800s 
ashorter Main Road ws constructed. 
in front of the present Town Hall 
and the road was renamed Mid 
dlesex Avenue 

The first church was located in 
front of the “old’ cemetery. The 
gravestones are lined up, parallel to 
the ends of the church

The other (on the 
right side) was original for Samuel 
Dummer, Esq. and later for other 
persons of more or less exalted rank 
such as deacons. Mr. Dummer had 
keen a brother of the governor, and 
was the sheriff of Middlesex County 
He was also an owner of slaves 

Behind the pulpit were some win 
dows and above it a paneled soun: 
ding board. Around the remaining 
sides ofthe church were galleries, 
with stairways going up to them 
Those galleries were for the boys 
for the choir, and for the slaves, 

Yes, there were slaves, and they 
did attend church. The Rev. Mr 
Morril had a slave named Dinah 
Timothy Walker, who later was town 
treasurer, had a slave named 
Phyilis, who joined the church. Mr 
Dummer had several. slaves. 
brought up from Jamaica The 
Jones farm, in North Wilmington. 
had slaves, four or six All these 
were to be seen, on Sunday morn.

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The problem goes deeper than the water bill 


The Tewksbury water billing system is in trouble. And 
anyone who got a bill, kiiows it. 

Itis not something that happened suddenly, but rather has 
been going on for years, and seemingly gets worse all the 
time. 

The 1982 Tewksbury Town Report can shed some light on 
the situation, as it reveals some interesting facts. Although 
not many people read the full town report, the section concer- 
ning water billing should be required-teading for every tax- 
payer and water user in Tewksbury. 

The words, starting with column two of page 73 and runn- 
ing into column one of page 74, were written by the 
Superintendent of Public Works, Phil Pattison, and he laid it 
right on the line. 

“*...(T)he Town presently is faced with a water billing and 
collection system problem that developed in 1976 and in the 
past seven (7) years, no one has resolved the problem. Some 
sincere effort has been made on many people's part, but no 
one has solved the problem, and no one finished what they 
started, and today we are actually further behind than we 
were in 1977."" 

He discusses the problem in some detail. Readers are ad- 
vised to get a town report, if they do not have one already. 

But, the problem really goes back farther than 1977. In 1974 
the finance committee made the suggestion that the 
treasurer/collector should do the job of collecting water bills 
for the water department. The finance committee did not, at 
that time, listen to objections from the selectmen, who 
wanted the water department to do the work. . 

The collector was working in good faith at the job assigned 
him by the finance committee. But, something beyond his 
control was happening when he embarked along the road to a 
smooth water billing operation - the water meter system was 
gradually breaking down 

That was beyond the control of others as well. Tewksbury, 
year after year was cutting back on the DPW budget. It is a 
town where there was rarely enough money to do everything 

At one time there were three ladies in the DPW who took 
care of the water books. But, over the years all three left, 
leaving no one to take care of the books. 

When the federal government started the CETA program 
for unemployed people, the Tewksbury DPW hired about 28 
persons. Some were assigned to what had been the water 
department. 

In 1978 Mr. Pattison told the selectmen that there was a 
very serious problem. There were bills that had not gone out 
for two years. 

A six member committee was set up at that time to oversee 
the problem. The trouble was that few of them had any water 
billing background. 

A year or so ago Wang and other computer firms submitted 
proposals to solve the problem when the town got town 
meeting approval to spend $15,000 to hire an outside billing 
firm. Wang wanted to get their ‘‘hardware” into the problem 
of Tewksbury's water bills. It would cost, so the story goes, 
$25,000, paid for $5,000 a year. 

But, like other proposals, the selectmen turned it down. A

firm in a nearby town, TAP, Inc. was hired instead, That 
firm, some say, are just key punchers. 

The result was confusion over how to set up the files in that 
computer. The town’s water billing computer records 
created by the treasurer could not be read into the machine 
owned by the billing firm. That left the town searching for a 
way to start what is referred to as a “data base” of names 
and addresses of residents. 

A computer tape prepared during the revaluation process 
was loaned to the firm, but that program contained informa- 
tion the assessors needed. So, the program had to be edited to 
remove, among other things, a list of vacant lot owners, 
residents who no longer lived at that address, and residents 
who did not receive town water. 

After some heated meetings in which at least one select- 
men called for the dismissal of the firm for not meeting 
deadlines for producing bills, the bills were finally printed 
and mailed. 

Residents, who, up until that point, had not seen a water 
bill for some time, must have wondered what it was 

The problem could very realistically stem from the deci- 
sion many years ago to dismantle the water, and several 
other, departments and put everything into a Department of 
Public Works. 

That could have been fine were it not for the continuing 
financial bind. Each year there was a little less money for the 
DPW. And each year it was the Water Department that suf- 
fered most. 

Proposition 2'2 was the final crunch. 

If the town had made a self sustaining water department, 
such as there is in many towns, Proposition 2!» could not 
have touched it. But 2'» did, because the department was not 
self sustaining. 

In towns where there is a separate water department there 
may have been problems from one source or another, but not 
from the impact of 2! 

The town may be on the right track in their efforts to pay an 
outside firm to provide water bills and to place new meters in 
the places where there currently are none or where the meter 
is not working correctly, but once everything is caught up, 
the town should consider creating a system that will preclude 
the recent events from happening again 

Creating a self sustaining water department - separate 
from the rest of town depart ments - that is able to recover 
the costs of providing water services on a water rate is one 
suggestion. 

Beyond that, the town should place the water billing pro- 
cess squarely where it belongs - with the current water 
department. An additional staff member or two to go along 
with a water department owned water billing computer 
system 

Once the computer is in town, it stays there and can be 
handed down. Once files are in that machine, it will be hard 
to lose them and, more importantly, easy to update them ona 
daily basis, rather than once every three months, as is the 
case when the town sends their bills to an outside firm

‘Apparently, the total of voting 
members from both boards is also 
used to determine what the quorum 
for such a joint meeting will be. And 
the three selectmen and two housing 
authority members present Tuesday 
comprised a five member majority 
of the nine possible voting members. 

But the main concern of the voting 
members was whether any state law 
governing housing authorities, 
which receive both federal and state 
funding, would set a different pro- 
cedure. 

Town Counsel Charles Zaroulis 
said he could not be sure if any state 
law would preclude the boards from 
following the town’s normal pro- 
cedure.

Zaroulis said he would have to 
research the matter to find out if 
there is a different procedure for the 
housing authority and said “unless 
there's a rule to the contrary” the 
procedure being followed by the 
board was proper.

Prestigious award for George Allan 


George A. Allan, 15 Corey Ave., 
Wilmington, has been presented the 
prestigious Dexter Brackett 
Memorial Medal, by the New 
England Water Works Association 
(NEWWA). The presentation was 
made at Bretton Woods, N.H. on 
September 21, in the annual meeting 
of the association. 

Mr. Allan is the chairman of the 
Wilmington Water and Sewer Com- 
missioners, and vice president of the 
firm of Dufresne-Henry, engineers, 
of Concord, Mass. He presented to 
the NEWWA a case study of the 
engineering and legal ramifications 
of a groundwater contamination, in 
Groveland, Mass. Trichlorethylene 
(TCE) was detected in a town well in 
that town in 1979. 

TCE is a synthetic chlorinated 
hydrocarbon. It most commonly us- 
ed as a solvent 

Itis alsoa suspected carcinogin. It 
was detected in the water of the 
Chestnut Street well in Wilmington 
about eight years ago, and was 
eliminated in the construction of a 
water treatment plant. The plant 
was being planned to rid the water of 
iron ore, but with modifications, it 
was able to also remove the TCE. 

George Allan was technical ad: 
visor, in 1980, to the town of 
Groveland, A thorough study of the 
town was made, with test wells, to 
check on the source of the TCE, and 
to find, if possible, uncontaminated 
sources of water. The surveys in 
cluded seismic soundings. Thirty 
seven water samples were tested for 
12 volatile water compounds. 

Two separate areas of contamina: 
tion were found. At each site an 
alleged polluter was identified 
Engineering studies then profiled 
the probable water routes to the 
town’s water supplies (an aquifer) 

After the “detective” work had 
been completed Groveland still had 
two problems. One was to restore 
the aquifer to its former condition;

Interceptor wells were driven into 
the aquifer, in the areas of highest 
concentration of TCE. Wells of eight 
inches in diameter were installed. A 
deep water turbine pump was used 
to.discharge the water into a man 
made lagoon, where artificial aera 
tion was introduced 

Aeration causes the organic con- 
taminents, being of a volatile 
nature, to disappear. The deep wells 
also speeded up the natural flushing 
of the aquifer. 

After aeration the water was 
discharged into a brook. The EPA 
issued a discharge permit, to allow 
the process 

But, the imput of the contaminent 


had to be terminated. 

To do this the town had to (1) con- 
front the alleged contaminator or (2) 
negotiate with him. The first would 
be an expensive process, with pro- 
bably over $50,000 in legal fees. The 
second, if successful, could cost 
about $5,000. ‘

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Local hospitals help rape victims cope

*| WAKEFIELD — A hospital in 
Woburn and a health center in 
Wilmington treat an estimated 
*24 women yearly after they 
ecome victims of rape; a 
Sehildren’s hospital in Boston has 
“about 150-200 yearly cases of child 
‘rape and abuse, including a 
“number which also occur in this 
‘area. 

From information at police 

"departments and rape crisis 
centers, it is apparent any woman 
or child, regardless of age, race, 
background, character or place of 
residence, can at any time 
become a victim of rape 

The attack may occur at home 
for on the street and by an 
acquaintance or a stranger. 

One instance which occurred 
earlier this year involved a 
Wakefield woman who was 
awakened in the middle of the 
night by a knife-wielding attacker 
who allegedly raped her. Her 
attacker, an acquaintance, was 
initially charged with rape, and 
was later found guilty on a | 
charge and given a two 
suspended sentence and ordere 
to undergo counseling. 

Another Wakefield incident, 
which is still in courts, involved a 
young woman who was allegedly 
raped by three men, including one 
acquaintance, while she was at a 
party last year. That case goes to 
trial this month, a year after the 
incident occurred 

There are many 
ceptions as to why rapes occu 
including the fallacy the 
motivation is purely sexual or 
that a woman “asked for it'’ by 

ing or acting a certain way 

According to information from 
the M chusetts atment 

Center (MTC) where accused and 
convicted rapists are examined, 
evaluated and treated, there are 
several different reasons behind 
the act 

‘While all rape clearly includes 

both motivational elements, for 

some rapists the aim is primarily 
aggressive, to humiliate, defile or 
, while for others the aim is

brutality,” an MTC pamphlet 
states. 

If a woman is raped, both police 
and health officials say her main 
concern should be to get to a 
hospital, preferably one with a 
rape crisis center, where she will 
be examined to ensure her own 
health 

Ree Czajkowski, an Acute Care 
Clinical Instructor at the Choate- 
Symmes Hospital in Woburn and 


the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington, said the staff at both 
facilities recently completed a 
three-part workshop dealing with 
rape and caring for rape victims 

One of the most important 
things after a rape occurs, said 
Czajkowski, ‘tis to have someone 
with the victim from the very first 
moment of admittance in the 
emergency room."’ 

Czajkowski said some 25 nurses 
in the two facilities have been 


trained to aid a victim at that 
moment, and lend support 
throughout the examination as 
well as the post-rape syndrome 
which victims later experience 
Czajkowski also said the rape 
crisis teams at the hospital and 
heaith center first try to support 
the victim by helping her deal 
with the fact the she was strong 
enough to survive the ordeal 
Czajkowski said in many cases, 
victims attempt to black out the

their minds before going into a 
resolution stage, where they are 
more able to face the fact they

Al ChoateSymmes and the 
Regional Health Clinic, follow-up 
counseling sessions are usually 
set up with Department of Social 
Services employees stationed at 
the hospital 

Czajkowski cited a ballpark 
figure of one to two women who 
are treated at either the health 
center or the hospital as rape 
victims on a monthly basis, with 
the frequency of cases being 
highest in the summer months 

A much lower figure came from 
the Winchester Hospital, where 
Social Services Department 
counselor Barbara Bryant said 
the hospital treated less than five 
rape victims annually 

Bryant said while many victims 
are referred to Choate-Symmes

Our luncheon 
speaker in the Fisherman's 
Paradise in Shediac was 
Professor Leon Theriault from 
Moncton Univetsity who 
discussed the Acadian culture. 


Acadian Culture 

The majority of the Acadians 
came from the Poitou area of 
western France and settled in 
Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island and New Brunswick. In 
1755 because they refused to take 
the oath of allegiance to Great 
Britain, the Acadians were 
deported to the American 
colonies or back to France, and 
families and loved ones were 
separated. Some fled to the woods 
of Quebec also. Longfellow’s 
poem “‘Evangeline”’ tells the sad 
fate inflicted on these people. 

During the last half of the 18th 
century and the first of the 19th 
they gradually returned but 
settled only at both ends of Nova 
Scotia, the Rustico and Malpeque 
regions of P.E.I. and along the 
coastal and northern sections of 
New Brunswick. In the latter part 
of the 19th century they began to 
organize by founding their own 
colleges, newspapers and 
federations which have continued 
to flourish along with schools, 
media, museums and historical 
societies to promote the Acadian 
heritage. The Acadians fish for a 
living half the year and find 
employment as woodsmen or 
tradesmen the remainder. In 
Shediac the Acadian flag is 
proudly displayed in the windows 
of many of the homes. Family 
names from the ancestral regions 
of France are very common in 
our area and the professor noted 
that seldom is there a death 
published in their papers that 
does not list a relative in 
Massachusetts among the sur- 
vivors. 

In the Maritime region of 
Canada about 16% are French 
speaking or Francophones as 
they are called and 84% of them 
live in New Brunswick. In 1969 
this province became officially 
bilingual and in 1981 the two 
languages achieved linguistic 
equality 

Nearby is Parlee Beach 
camping and recreation area 
which the natives proudly boast 
as having the warmest salt water 
north of South Carolina. A turn of 
the century beach, Parlee was 
modernized in 1974 by adding to 
the beautiful sandy beach new 
facilities and 18 acres of lawn. 


Magnetic Hill 

Outside Moncton, the Hub of the 
Maritimes, there are two unusual 
attractions. Do you believe c 
coasting uphill without power 
That's what they seem to do on 
Magnetic Hill. Thousands of 
sightseers visit this contradiction 
of nature every year. At the foot 
of the hill the driver of our large 
bus turned off the motor and 
indeed we did seem to back up the 
hill. The secret we were told is a 
rare optical illusion. 

The other unusual attraction is 
the Tidal Bore where a wave of 
water surges like clockwork up 
through the river filling the mud 
flats. The only other place this 
happens is in China. This 
phenonomen is the result of the 
highest tides in the world in the 
nearby Bay of Fundy. 


THE FITNESS FORMULA 
EVERY BODY 


For our stay in New Brunswick 
we had accommodations at the 
very modern and comfortable 
Hotel Beaverbrook in 
Fredericton, the capital city, 
overlooking the St. John River. 
Called the “city of stately elms” 
this gracious community has 
wide, tree-lined streets, beautiful 
parks and open spaces. There are 
many 18th century historical 
buildings including the Provincial 
Legislature and Christ Church 
Cathedral: The large University 
of New Bruswick is located on a 
hill overlooking the city. 

Founded by the Loyalists, 
Fredericton is named for the son 
of George III but has prospered 
because of the generosity of its 
most famous resident, Lord 
Beaverbrook, a millionaire 
British lawyer who came to the 
city as a young man. He later 
returned to England to serve in 
the government of Winston 
Churchill 

Fredericton has earned the 
distinction of becoming the 
pewter capital of Canada in the 
past decade. We saw the 
pewtersmiths at work on their 
handmade goblets and other fine 
articles. During a visit to the local 
newspaper plant, we talked with 
Tom Crowther, the publisher of 
the Daily Gleaner, and learned 
that the Frederictons have a 
closer affinity with the people of 
the United States, especially New 
Englanders, than with the 
Canadians in the western part of 
Canada. He jokingly told us that 
there are more Red Sox rooters in 
Fredericton than in Boston. 

‘A main street park contained a 
amemorial to President Kennedy, 
and Mayor Wilkins of Fredericton 
informed us that his wife was 
born in Quincy and has relatives 
in our state. 

Luncheon entertainment at the 
hotel was provided by a couple in 
provincial costumes who sang old 
Canadian folk songs and played 
the banjo, harp and guitar. Here 
we saw a film on the upcoming 
1984 Bicentennial. Dinner was by 
candlelight ‘at the 88 Ferry 
Restaurant whose speciality was 


New Brunswick lamb with a 
special mint sauce, snails in 
banana boats, salads with 


vegetables carved in amusing 
shapes of dolls and animals and 
edible flowers adding colorful 
garnishes to the gourmet dinner 


Landing 
Kings Landing, situated on a 
wooded, gently rolling 300-acre 
site along the St. John River, 
offers visitors a glimpse of 
Loyalist life between 1780 and 


1870 in a living settlement 
Dressed in costumes of the 
period, the staff operates 60 


restored buildings which were 
moved there when the lowlands 
were flooded in 1966 during the 
construction of the Mactaquac 
Dam. Here you can wander along 
the dirt paths or ride a horse 
drawn wagon to the forge. 
wmill, school, church and 
several fully furnished houses 
filled with artifacts of the past 

A unique feature of Kings 
Landing is the Cousins Program 
in which children between: the 
ages of 9 and 14 come from all 
parts of Canada for a week-long 
live-in program to experience the 
lifestyle of the youth of the 1800's, 
The children are dressed in 
period costume and participate in 
actual work activities 
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Canada's picture Province 


No visit would be complete 
without a vintage 1800 
homecooked meal in the Kings 
Head Inn. Here we feasted on two 
of New Brunswick’s specialities, 
poached salmon and fiddleheads, 
their gourmet delicacy. This 
epicurian treat is a fern whose 
name is derived from its 
resemblance to the musical in- 
strument. Fiddleheads boiled, 
salted and buttered are con- 
sidered Canada’s national 
vegetable and a New Brunswick 
symbol. They are served at state 
banquets for visiting heads of 
state. Although they grow wild 
along the rivers and in the river 
Valleys in vast areas of North 
America, fiddleheads must be 
picked at a precise time before 
they turn into ostrich ferns and 


because of this they are not 
commonly utilized for food 
McCain's, the large potato 


company of New Brunswick, is 
the only company in North 
America to freeze them com- 
mercially 

Omer Leger, the minister of 
tourism for the province, joined 
us for dinner and here we learned 
about another New England 
connection. Born in Gardner, he 
took part in the tree lighting 
ceremonies on the Boston 
Common last Christmas. Calling 
New Brusnwick a place to visit in 
all seasons, he extended a 
welcome to more Americans than 
ever to join them during the 1984 
Bicentennial celebration and 
discover the wonders of New 
Brunswick so many others enjoy 
Grand Falls 

Grand Falls is the home town of 
the Maliseet Indian and was 
named for its geological feature, 
the largest waterfall in New 
Brunswick. It has a: 75-foot drop 
and a gorge one mile long with a 
deep whirlpool and walls rising to 
230 feet. This is the narrowest 
point of the St. John River. The 
gorge area is presently un: 
dergoing redevelopment to 
provide improved recreational 
facilities. It is located on a 7,000 
foot stretch between the 
hydroelectric dam and the 
electric power station. This is a

Located on the Trans-Canada 
highway between the Maritimes 
and Quebec City is Riviere Du 
Loup (the wolf) in the lower St 
Lawrence region of Quebec 
province.

Pac Tel has also been 
working‘with an outside consulting firm to streamline man- 
agement and reorganize the company.

Andrew Silton, an analyst at First Albany Corporation, 
says Southwestern will be “‘on average more vulnerable" 
than other regionals when it loses long-distance revenue as a 
result of the breakup, because that revenue has played a 
larger role here. 

Similar to the other regional holding companies, South- 
western starts with $17.5 billion in assets. It also will have 
three new subsidiaries: cellular mobile phone: Yellow 
Pages; and phone equipment for business customers 

But it has a strength most other regions don’t. “We don't 
have to change our geographic arrdngement,"’ Barnes com- 
ments. While other holding companies have to figure out how 
to put three or four phone companies under one roof, South- 
western Bell is made up of only one phone company. Officer 
positions will remain largely unchanged. 

Barnes says another strength is that “‘we're in one of the 
highest growth territories in the country.” Texas, for in 
stance, has been a leader in housing starts. “Of course 
growth itself doesn't guarantee success," he says; “‘you have 
to get the proper regulation of rates.”” 


When stock analysts think of BellSouth, flashy electronics 
frequently come to mind 

One reason is that last year, Southern Bell (which will be a 
BellSouth subsidiary), AT&T, and Knight-Ridder all got to- 
gether to provide Coral Gables, Fla., with videotex — which 
allows a resident to do things like banking and catalog shop- 
ping at home by using a small terminal attached to a TV set. 


Knight-Ridder provided 
BELLSOUTH ® the information; Southern 

Bell transmitted it; and 
AT&T supplied the terminals. The company will go commer- 
cial with the experiment this fall. 

Southern Bell has also been experimenting with utilities in 
North Carolina to allow customers to turn their power or ap- 
pliances off and on over the phone 

Wallace Bunn, designated chief executive officer, says 
BellSouth is getting ‘‘more inquiries than we can handle" 
from outside companies interested in joint ventures. For in- 
stance, cable TV companies “would like us to provide and 
install and maintain their facilities,"' he explains. 

BellSouth has bern gearing up to handle these kinds of 
demands by sinking $3 billion a year for the last five years 
into new equipment and plant modernization. That kind of 
spending has made BellSouth one of the most modernized of 
all the regionals, says Interstate Securities analyst Don 
Raines. 

‘This regional company has the best profit record and most 
assets of any of the regionals — $21.5 billion. It will also be in 
the directory publishing, cellular mobile phone, and phone 
equipment sales business. BellSouth is slimming down by 
consolidating the research and development, marketing sup- 
port, personnel management, and administrative services of 

its two phone subsidiaries into one company 


Think of the Midwest, and you think of a recession-struck 
economy. Will that hurt Ameritech, the Midwest regional 
holding company? Not really, answers William Weiss, the 
designated chief executive officer. 

“Even though the Midwest tends to be economically de- 
pressed, it’s in the midst of an exploding industry — the infor- 
mation industry,” he says. Growth will come from the finan- 
cial, industrial, and service businesses of the Midwest cities 

not from population 
growth. 

“You can say Detroit 
has economic problems,” Mr. Weiss says, “but Detroit has 
General Motors, It has Chrysler. It has Ford. It has a lot of 
industries that want very much to efficiently handle the in- 
formation flow in their business, and that's what we're good 
at.” 

Ameritech will start the new year with more than $17 bil 
lion in assets, five local telephone companies, and two other 
subsidiaries. One will handle equipment buying and servic-

ing. The other will provide cellular mobile phone service. It 
will likely be the first regional to get the new phone service 
going — which it expects fo do in Chicago this fall 

Weiss emphasizes that phone service ‘‘will remain at the 
forefront’’ of company goals, But Ameritech is working on 
joint ventures with alarm companies to monitor signals com- * 
ing over phone lines. Cable TV projects are a possibility, too. 

Weiss likes to point out that Ameritech’s costs are in 
check. The company has 10,000 fewer people now than last 
year. Costs per access line are about 20 percent lower than 
the industry average. One reason is that the Midwest doesn't 
have the growth of new customers the Sunbelt has, which is 
expensive if it means laying new access lines. 

Despite cost advantages, though, the Midwest has shown 
the lowest five-year average growth in revenues (9.6 
percent) and earnings (6 percent) of all the regions 


“We are going to become a full, total, high-value commu- 
nications company," says Thomas Bolger, chief executive 
officer designate of Bell Atlantic. His claim doesn't sound 
much different from the proclamations of other regional 
holding company leaders. 

But Mr. Bolger thinks his company — which will oversee 
seven local phone companies — has a head start. 

“We are blessed with a very close proximity and direct 
dealings with Bell Labs (the research and development arm 


of AT&T). We have been

New Jersey Bell (which will be a Bell Atlantic subsidiary) 
was the first to go over to electronic switching, he says, and 
now 95 percent of Bell Atlantic switching is electronic. New 
Jersey Bell is also working on a videotex experiment in New 
Jersey, similar to the Southern Bell test 

Slow growth in the residential market (meaning low cap- 
ital outlay), plus modernization, has made Bell Atlantic “‘the 
lowest-cost” of the regionals, Bolger says. This means that 
“we're going to be able to keep our price increases down 
relative to the rest of the country,” he adds. 

Even with seven companies to manage, Bolger says he 
appreciates the diversity this gives his company. Strong 
earners, like New Jersey Bell, can offset weaker ones. 

But Bolger doesn’t deny that seven is a lot, and that's why 
Bell Atlantic has been consolidating more than the other 
regionals. It has created a separate management services 
company which will centralize the sales force, marketing, 
and other operating and staff functions. 

Bell Atlantic will enter divestiture with $18 billion in as- 
sets‘and two subsidiaries: the mobile phone company and the 
services company. 


Executives at NYNEX (pronouned “nine-x"") talk up the 
advantages of the Northeast region, ‘Finance, insurance, 
real estate, education, tourism. Look at those collections of 
customer groupings. They're very communications inten- 
sive,” says William Burns, chief financial officer of NYNEX. 
Mr. Burns also likes the stable economy in the region 

Burns says the markets NYNEX serves “are exciting 
enough to be attracting other top-quality suppliers of similar 
services," and the company is concerned over competitors. 
Business customers and data communications are the 
fastest-growing segments for the company, says Burns.

NYNEX executives that 
bypass is a major concern 
here. (With bypass, customers find their own way, via micro- 
wave or cable, to link up with a long-distance carrier. They 
thus avoid using the phone company to make the connection. ) 

Analysts also don’t like what they see in management 
Apparently, New Engiand Telephone and New York Tele- 
phone have been resisting their prearranged marriage. 

“What you have here are two companies reluctantly put 
together. It’s a cultural nightmare,” comments one Wall 
Streeter, who asked not to be named. The issue is important 
“if you're going to have a smoothly working organization 
with a lot of synergy between one piece and the other." He 
has put NYNEX in the bottom half of his breakup stock picks. 

Still, Andrew Silton, an analyst with First Albany Corpo- 
ration, likes this region because there is little population 
growth, resulting in ‘‘a lot of business revenue without hay- 
ing to put in new wire.” 

NYNEX won't look very different from other regional 
holding companies in terms of assets and subsidiaries. It will 
start the new year with $18.7 billion in assets and have three 
subsidiaries to offer cellular mobile phone service, publish 
directories, and sell phone equipment to business customers.

Russell E. Dickenson, Director 
of the National Park Service, 
Department of Interior, today 
reported major decisions on the 
preservation work designed to 
recondition the Statue of Liberty 
in time for its centennial in 1986. 

At a press meeting which in- 
.cluded Lee A. Iacocca, chairman 
“of the Statue of Liberty — Ellis 
Island Centennial Commission, 
the director emphasized that 
Liberty Island will remain open to 
park visitors during the 
preservation work and reported 
the following major plans: 

All of the statue's interior iron 
strapwork which supports the 
copper skin must be replaced 
because of galvanic corrosion 
which has eroded the iron in 
contact with the copper. Modern 
alloys will be used to replace the 
existing 2,000-odd iron pieces, a 
few sections at a time. 

Every effort will be made to 
repair the ailing arm of the statue 
which bears the torch, without 
removing it. Support scaffolding 
must be put in place and copper 
skin sections removed before an 
absolute decision is made. If arm 
removal is needed, it will be at the 
shoulder joint. 

The original iron structural 
framework, designed by the 
famous French engieer Gustave 
Eiffel, is in good condition and 
requires only strengthening and 
rebuilding of the arm and 
shoulder support juncture a 

The statue's fragile torch above 
the viewing balcony must be 
removed and rebuilt. The original 
may be installed in the museum 
at the statue's base 


All ornamental copperwork of 
the torch must be replaced. 

New torch glasswork and 
lighting equipment will be in- 
stalled, while retaining the shape 
of the original design. 

The statue's external ap- 
pearance will be left essentially 
unchanged. “We will take every 
step to assure that she remains as 
majestic and as beautiful as she is 
today,"’ Dickenson noted. 

‘The familiar green patina will 
be retained and all 
replacements of the copper skin 
and rivets will be pre-patinized to, 


match its appearance. The patina” 


is a naturally-protective coating 
assumed by copper over time, but 
it can be induced in the new 
materials. 

Some areas of the copper skin 
have been distorted through 
galvanic corrosion and resultant 
expansion of the iron armature 
where it contacts the skin. These 
areas will be reshaped to the 
original condition by traditional 
craftsmen. 

The entire statue will be bathed 
with detergent to remove rust 
stains, pollution particulates, and 
other foreign materials. The 
green patina will be stabilized 
with an anti-corrosive treatment. 
No coating or film will be applied 

All interior paint and the 
original bitumen material applied 
between the copper skin and the 
iron armature will be removed. 
‘Phe latter was designed to 
prevent corrosion but has trapped 
deleterious moisture. The interior 
skin also will be treated with an 
anti-corrosive preservative

Why does a family cat that is 
well-fed and comfortable persist 
in stalking and hunting birds, 
rodents and small animals’? The 
hunting instinct and the in 
clination to sharpen hunting skills 
through play activity is a genetic 
inheritance that is altered very 
little by the comforts of domestic 
life. 

Many cat owners get extremely 
disturbed at the thought that their 
pet is stalking and killing birds. 
right in their own backyard 
perhaps. Actually, though cats 
may appear to be highly skilled 
hunters, their stalking tactics are 
seldom successful with birds, 
most of which manage to fly off to 
safety at just the right moment 
greatly frustrating the would-be 
hunter: C re usually much 
more su sful at catching 
ground prey such as grasshop- 
pers, crickets, lizards, or mice 
Cats that have an abundant 
number of rodents to hunt are 
much less likely to try to chase 


birds. 
Given a rodent-free en 
vironment, however, is there 


anything a pet owner can do to 
discourage their pet from hunting 


birds? Providing a distraction or 
substitute, such as a variety of 
small toys that can be bounced 
and cl may help by giving 


the cat less time to spend in 
pursuit of living prey 

You should also be sure that 
bird feeders and bird baths are 
kept away from shrubs, tall 
weeds and other places that make 
good hiding spots for a waiting 
cat 
Equip your cat with a small bell 
ched to its collar to give birds 
fair warning of his approach 
Finally, if your cat does catch a 
bird or small animal, despite your 
best efforts, remember that this 
activity is part of nature's plan 
for the survival of the fittest, and 
those animals captured are likely 
to be old, sick, or very young, 
without the necessary defense 
mechanisms needed to survive 
very long on their own

exterior lighting. 


A new full-statue ventilation 
system will be designed to reflect 
just-completed studies of air 
circulation. 

Support facilities on Liberty 
Island also will be repaired or 
improved, including thé 
following: 

The present dock shelter will be 
enlarged and improved, creating 
a better linkage between the dock 
and the concession and ad 
ministration buildings. 

Improvements in the ad- 
ministration and concessions 
building will include new 
restroom facilities for disabled 
persons and their attendants. 
These facilities will provide 
model for other National Park* 
Service sites. 

A new landscaping plan, in- 
cluding new walkways, upgraded 
utilities and general site im-

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Ceiling fans save money year-round

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) — The 
season for buying ceiling fans is 
over, right? 

Wrong, say the experts. 

The refreshing breeze kicked up 
by a ceiling fan is a lifesaver on 
hot, muggy summer days. A 
swirling fan also can be a 
comforting money-saver in the 
cool days of fall and winter. 

A ceiling fan that uses about as 
much electricity as a light bulb 
can help reduce air conditioning 
costs by more than one-third, 
manufacturers say. The same fan 
can help cut energy costs by 
re-circulating warm air through a 
house in cold weather. > 

“My advice is to buy as big a 
fan as you can ustify id Curtis 
Keech, owner of the Clock Shop, a 
big ceiling fan retailer in Mem: 
phis. 

“You can run a big fan slower 
and get the same effect as a small 
fan. It's much quieter and moves 
more air over a larger area 
creating lots more comfort.’

Southerners are much more 
interested in such things as the 
number of speeds, reversibility, 
warranty, price and service.

The days have passed when 
installing a ceiling fan was a 
major effort. The weight of most 
fans has dropped to 20 pounds or 
less. 


Still, some buyers want an 
expert to handle the hook-up, 
which usually entails attaching 
the fan to an electrical outlet 
where an overhead light was 
located. 

Keech said a few years ago 
people often said they wouldn't 
consider trying to install a fan 
“Now, most people have either 
aided a neighbor in putting one up 
or have put one up themselves.” 


Fans generally are installed 
where the support of a ceiling 
joist can be tapped. If the 
electrical junction box already is 
supported by a joist, many fan 
manufacturers supply a replace- 
ment box with a hanger bracket 
already attached 

‘The only tools usually needed 
for installation are a Phillips 
screwdriver and a flat-head 
screwdriver, wire nuts and a 
hanging bracket, Where a joist is 
not in the right position, cross- 
bracing is usually necessary with 
a length of 2-by-4 lumber. 

Hunter has just come out with a 
new product, a special cross 
brace hanger bracket that elimi- 
nates the need for the 2-by-4 
bracing. The hanger expands 
between the joists and provides a 
permanent, solid support for the 
fan. It's also handy for multi- 
story homes or apartment houses 
when access from above the 
outlet is not possible

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A celebration in Fremantle, Australia 


By Capt. Larz Netlson 


Perth, Western Australia. It is a 
beautiful city, with a small 
stream named the Swan River. 
On that river live some black 
swans, possibly the only black 
swans in the world. 

There are nice green fields, 
adjacent to that river. During 
World War II those fields, on a 
Sunday morning, were places for 
the men and women of the Royal 
Australian Air Force to drill. The 
airmen and airwomen in blue, the 
green of the parks and fiel 
river with its swans, 
overhanging eucalyptus 
made a most pleasing scene 


Fifteen or so miles downstream 
is the city of Fremantle, facing 
out on the Indian ocean. It is in the 
southwestern corner of Australia 

‘The writer, in command of an 
American ship, was in Fremantle 
twice during World War II, On 
both occasions he made a quick 
trip to Perth, just to see the 
country. 

Perth and Fremantle had quite 
a celebration when the Australia 
Il won that cup. There may, and 
probably will be another when the 
vacht gets back to Fremantle. 

Forty years ago Fremantle, or 
that part of it which the writer 


saw, was a dingy looking place. It 
looked like the mining towns one 
saw in the movies, towns sup- 
posed to be dated back in the 
1890s. There were a lot of two 
story buildings, wooden, brown, 
unpainted. It seemed that every 
other street corner had a pub 
(bar). The odor of Australian 
beer seemed to permeat the at- 
mosphere 


The current and future 
celebrations over the victory of 
Australia II had a fore-runner, in 
those days when the writer 
commanded a ship which had 
visited that place. It is about that 
earlier celebration that this story 
is being written, 

Some persons may remember 
the World War II slogan “Loose 
lips sink ships,"’ That was a part 
of the secrecy of information on 
the movements of American 
ships, and of the captains who 
commanded them. 

The writer commanded the 
Daniel Boone. That ship left the 
United States just before the first 
baby of the family was due. He 
tried to call home from Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba. There was help 
from the U.S. Navy on that call, 
but the writer was unable to get 
past the board of Censors, in 
Washington, D.C. 


He tried again, a few days later, 
in the Panama Canal. It was the 
same story 

So he wrote a letter to the board 
of censors, and hoped that they 
would all end up cutting paper 
dolls. At the suggestion of a 
shipmate he sent a copy of that 
letter to Congresswoman Edith 
Nourse Rogers. That lady 
represented the Fifth District, of 
Massachusetts. 

Congresswoman Rogers wasted 
no time. She went to Cordell Hull, 
the U.S. Secretary of State, and 
put that letter on his desk 

Fremantle, Australia was to be 
the next port of call, for the 
Daniel Boone. It would be over a 
month later. 


Hull sent a cablegram, in a 
most secret code, to the American 
Consul in Perth. That code 
message was divided into two 
parts, so that it took two persons, 
each with his own safe, to decode 
it. It arrived in Perth at 3 a.m. on 
a Sunday morning. Two officials 
had to get up, to decode it 

The message was to inform the 
captain of the Daniel Boone that a 
baby boy had been born, and all 
was well at home. 

The Daniel Boone was not due 
to arrive for some weeks 

It had to go down south of New 
Zealand, and south of Australia, 


into the “Roaring Forties’’ 
(winds), on that voyage 
Fremantle is in the far corner of 
Australia 

It was about daybreak that the 
Daniel Boone arrived within 
signal distance of Rotnest Island, 
off Fremantle. There was a signal 
station which identified all ships, 
and telephoned the name into 
Fremantle, about ten miles away 

‘That island was named by Abel 
Tasman, anearly Dutch explorer. 
There are little kangaroos on that 
island, and the Dutch called them 
“rats”. The island, in Dutch, was 
called “ratnest”’ 

Rotnest is to be the site of next 
America’s Cup races, some time 
about 1986 or 1987. 

‘The Daniel Boone, on its way 
into the harbor, was called by a 
signal station on the end of the 
jetty guarding the port, to be told 
the news about the baby boy. That 
news spread quickly all over the 
ship, in spite of the fact that 
signalmen are not supposed to 
divulge the messages they 
receive to anyone but the officer 
on watch. 

But that was just the beginning 

It seems that many people, on 
ships and off, along the water- 
front of Fremantle, knew that 
news. They had been awaiting the 
arrival of the Daniel Boone 

It is fair to say that the harbor
